Todmorden  is  essentially  a  Factory  Town,  the  people 
being  chiefly  employed  in  the  cotton  trade,  including  picker 
making,  bobbin  and  shuttle  manufacturing,  dyeing,  etc. 

POPULATION. 

The  estimated  population  for  mid.  1935  (Registrar 
General)  was  21,210  as  compared  with  21,550  in  1934.  This 
decrease  in  the  population  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
there  were  more  deaths  than  births,  and  that  people  are 
continually  leaving  the  town.

Throughout  England  and  Wales  the  hve  birth  rate  in 
1935  was  14.7.  The  Todmorden  birth  rate,  therefore,  in 
addition  to  being  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  borough,  is  con¬ 
siderably  lower  than  that  of  the  whole  country.

During  the  year  13  stillbirths  were  registered  giving  a 
rate  of  55.6  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births  and  0.61  per

DEATHS. 

There  were  304  deaths  registered  in  Todmorden  during 
the  year.  Of  this  number  17  deaths  of  non-residents,  chiefly 
occurring  in  pubhc  institutions,  have  been  excluded  leaving 
287  deaths  of  residents.  To  this  number  has  been  added  58 
deaths  of  Todmorden  people  who  died  in  other  districts. 

After  these  corrections  a  net  total  of  345  deaths  is  obtained 
(males  179  ;  females  166)  giving  a  crude  death  rate  of  16.3 
per  1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  14.2  for  1934. 
The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1935  was  11.7. 

The  deaths  of  Todmorden  people  occuring  in  PubHc 
Institutions  represent  24.3%  of  the  total  deaths,  and  are  6.7% 
higher  than  in  1934. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

During  the  year  22  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year 
died  giving  an  Infant  Mortahty  Rate  of  99.5  per  1,000  live 
births.  Of  the  22  deaths,  15  occured  in  infants  under  four 
weeks  old. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  the  highest  recorded  in 
Todmorden  for  II  years,  but  when  deaUng  with  a  comparative¬ 
ly  small  population  the  rate  is  Hable  to  considerable  fluctuation. 
The  rate  in  Todmorden  for  the  last  10  years  is  61  per  1,000 
live  births,  and  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  over 
a  corresponding  period. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY.

Antb-natal. 


The  Ante-natal  Centre  was  in  session  alternate  Wednes¬ 
day  afternoons  during  the  year  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
M.M.  Thierens  of  Blackburn. 


The  number  of  women  who  attended  expressed  as  a 
percentage  of  total  notified  births  was  29.1.  The  corres¬ 
ponding  figure  for  England  in  1934  was  43.1.  When  one 
considers  the  distances  which  some  women  have  to  travel 
to  the  centre,  the  figure  is  fairly  satisfactory,  but  the  premises 
are  not  comfortably  arranged,  and  do  not  afford  adequate 
privacy.

Letters  are  sent  to  all  Doctors  and  Midwives  whose 
patients  attend  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  up  to  the  eighth  or  ninth 
month  of  their  pregnancy,  but  not  in  respect  of  those  cases 
who  discontinue  attending  in  the  early  months,  as  a  statement 
regarding  the  condition  of  the  latter  might  be  misleading. 


Child  Welfare. 

With  a  view  to  relieving  the  over-crowding  at  the  Room- 
field  Centre,  two  sessions  have  been  held  weekly.  As  in 
past  years  the  Walsden  and  Vale  Centres  have  been  open 
weekly. 

Mothers  are  invited  to  bring  their  children  regularly 
to  the  centres,  so  that  their  progress  can  be  noted  and  advice 
as  to  general  management,  feeding,  clothing,  etc.  given. 
Where  progress  is  not  being  made,  and  extra  milk  is  needed  this 
is  supplied  free  or  at  a  reduced  price.  Dried  milk  is  supplied 
as  it  is  much  easier  to  distribute,  and  it  is  much  less  liable  to

be  contaminated  by  pathogenic  organisms.  Cases  requiring 
medical  treatment  are  referred  to  their  private  doctor,  or  to 
hospital  with  the  exception  of  certain  cases,  e.g.,  Orthopoedic 
cases,  tonsils  and  adenoid  cases,  etc.  The  number  of  such 
cases  treated  during  1935  under  the  Authority’s  schemes 
will  be  found  later  in  the  report. 

The  total  attendance  at  all  the  centres  was  5,568,  very 
easily  the  largest  number  ever  recorded. 

141  babies  under  one  year  of  age  attended  the  centres  for 
the  first  time  during  the  year,  and  34  toddlers.  The  net 
births  for  the  district  was  221,  of  whom  15  died  before  reaching 
the  age  of  one  month.  Of  the  remainder,  68  per  cent,  were 
brought  to  the  centres,  which  is  very  satisfactory.

Dried  milk  is  supplied  free  or  at  reduced  cost  in 
necessitous  cases  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
children  according  to  a  scale  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 


During  the  Year  milk  to  the  value  of  £52  was  given  as 
compared  with  £93  in  1934. 


Dental  Clinic. 

A  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Dental  Clinic  was  held 
by  Mr.  B.  B.  Gibson,  B.D.S.  (Manch.)  and  his  report  is  here¬ 
with  appended. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  I  attended 
on  ten  half  days.  During  these  periods  I  treated  57  mothers 
and  39  children  under  school  age. 

Of  the  mothers  16  were  expectant  and  these  made 
20  attendances  at  the  CHnic.  Six  nursing  mothers  paid  six 
visits  to  the  CHnic  and  35  others  who  had  children  under 
school  age  paid  58  visits  making  a  total  of  84  attendances  by 
mothers. 

Thirty-nine  children  under  school  age  received  treat¬ 
ment  and  they  paid  forty-two  visits  a  total  for  the  year  of 
ninety-six  patients  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  attend¬ 
ances. 
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Ninety  temporary  and  three  hundred  and  forty-three! 
permanent  teeth  were  extracted  a  total  of  four  hundred  and 
thirty  three. 


Ivocal  anaesthetic  was  administered  in  one  hundred 
and  twelve  cases.  Three  filHngs  were  inserted  in  temporary 
teeth  and  two  dressings. 

In  nine  cases  the  teeth  were  scaled  and  cleaned. 


All  the  work  required  in  seventy  cases  was  completed. 


Tuberculosis. 

The  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  under¬ 
taken  by  the  West  Riding  Cormty  Council.  Cases  are  seen 
by  the  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer  at  the  Dispensary, 
which  is  held  in  the  Masonic  Hall  on  Friday  afternoons.  Any 
necessary  disinfection  of  premises  and  clothing  is  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department  of  the  Local 
Authority. 


Artificial  Sunlight  Treatment. 

Two  courses  of  Artificial  Sunlight  Treatment  were  held 
during  the  year,  [a)  January  to  March,  and  (h)  October  to 
December.  The  apparatus  used  is  an  air-cooled  Mercury 
Vapour  Lamp  (British  Hanovia  Quartz  Lamp  Co.,  Ltd.).,  and 
a  course  of  treatment  consists  of  twelve  exposures  of  gradually 
increasing  duration,  spread  over  a  period  of  six  weeks.  The 
majority  of  children  benefitted  as  a  result  of  treatment. 

Number  of  attendances  for  treatment — 1081. 

Number  of  children  treated — Boys,  48  ;  Girls,  38  ;  Total,  86. 


E.  HOSPITALS. 

(i)  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Todmorden  Joint  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is 
situated  at  Lee  Bottom,  and  has  accommodation  for  54 
patients.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  Medical  Super¬ 
intendent. 

Particulars  of  the  number  of  cases  from  the  Borough 
admitted  and  discharged  will  be  found  on  Page  38. 

(ii)  The  Joint  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Sourhall  has  32  beds 
for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  Small-pox.  There  were  no 
admissions  or  discharges  during  the  year. 

Maternity. 

There  are  no  Maternity  Homes  and  Hospitals  within 
the  area  and  cases  needing  Hospital  treatment  have  to  be 
removed  to  Hospitals  outside  the  Borough. 
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•  ^l)  MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

The  Local  Authority  makes  no  Subsidy  towards 
practising  midwives.  There  are  eight  midwives  practising 
in  the  area — three  at  the  Nurses'  Home,  one  at  Stansfield 
View  Hospital,  and  four  in  private  practise. 

A  competent  midwife  should  be  responsible  for  her 
patient's  welfare  during  pregnancy.  She  is  now  taught  in 
her  training  school  to  make  the  necessary  observations  as  to 
the  patient’s  progress  and  is  required  by  the  Central  Midwives 
Board  to  record  her  findings.  She  is,  moreover,  in  the  best 
position  to  induce  confidence  and  cheerfulness  in  the  patient. 
But  the  better  trained  and  more  intelligent  the  midwife  the 
more  readily  she  understands  that  the  detection  of  certain 
physical  abnormaUties  is  beyond  her  scope,  and  that  a  medical 
examination  at  least  once  during  pregnancy  is  an  important 
safeguard. 

To  ensure  that  the  services  of  a  trained  midwife  are 
available  for  all  confinements,  a  scheme  for  the  contribution 
to  the  midwives'  fees  in  necessitous  cases  has  been  adopted 
and  2  payments  made  during  the  year. 

Payment  of  compensation  to  midwives  was  made  in 
respect  of  8  cases  referred  by  them  to  the  Ante-natal  Clinic 
or  to  local  doctors  and  subsequently  admitted  to  hospital. 

Birth  Control. 

No  arrangements  exist  for  the  giving  of  advice  and 
instruction  in  contraceptive  methods. 

(2)  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  OR 

CHILDREN. 

The  arrangement  with  Hahfax  C.B.C.,  whereby  com- 
pHcated  obstetric  cases  and  cases  of  puerperal  fever  could  be 
admitted  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  was  in  force  during  the  year 
and  one  case  was  sent  from  the  Borough.  One  patient,  where 
home  conditions  were  considered  unsatisfactory  for  a  con¬ 
finement,  was  also  admitted  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 

There  is  no  institution  for  unmarried  mothers,  il¬ 
legitimate  infants  or  homeless  children,  within  the  area,  apart 
from  the  service  provided  in  the  ordinary  way  by  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee. 

Children. 

There  are  no  beds  available  in  any  hospital  (Infectious 
Diseases  excepted)  within  the  Borough  for  children,  but 
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arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  following  institutions  : 

(a)  Rochdale  Crippled  Children’s  Union,  for  the  treatment  of 

crippHng  defects. 

(b)  Manchester  and  Salford  Skin  Hospital  for  the  X-ray 

treatment  of  Ringworm  of  the  scalp.  No  cases  occurred 
during  the  year. 

(c)  Municipal  Hospital,  Burnley,  for  operative  treatment 

for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids.  During  the 
year  four  children  (under  school  age)  were  admitted 
to  hospital,  one  of  which  died  from  bronchial  pneumonia^ 

Two  children  (under  school  age)  were  refracted  at 
the  CHnic,  and  glasses  were  found  necessary  and  suppHed 
in  one  case. 

The  fees  payable  are  on  the  same  scale  as  those  of  the 
Local  Education  Authority. 

(3)  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

Health  Visitors  enter  the  homes  of  the  people  by 
no  right,  but  purely  by  their  courtesy  and  good  will,  and  the 
almost  unanimous  acceptance  of  their  services  testifies  to 
the  tact  and  discretion  with  which  the  work  is  undertaken.

A  register  of  the  number  of  persons  receiving  children 
for  reward,  and  the  number  of  children  boarded  out  is  kept 
at  the  Health  Office. 

It  is  not  at  all  a  common  practice  in  Todmorden  to 
receive  children  for  reward  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  only 
one  child  was  on  the  register.  The  Health  Visitors  carry  out 
the  duties  of  Infant  Protection  Visitors,  and  frequent  visits 
were  paid  in  respect  of  the  above-mentioned  child. 

(5)  ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Rochdale  Crippled  Children’s 
Union  was  made  in  January,  1930,  and  since  that  date  8 
children  (under  school  age)  have  been  admitted  to  the  Bamford 
Memorial  Hospital — 3  in  1930,  2  in  1931,  1  in  1932, 1  in  1933 
and  1  in  1935.  The  cases  admitted  in  1933  and  1935  were 
still  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year.

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Sewer  extensions  for  re-housing  under  the  1930  Act  were 
effected  during  1935.  Certain  portions  of  the  district  still  require 
sewering,  but  in  all  these  parts  the  cost  is  prohibitive.  All 
defective  sewers  are  improved  as  required. 
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All  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Corporation  Sewage  Works 
which  are  quite  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  Borough. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  from  the  West  Riding 
Rivers  Board  in  respect  of  the  effluent  from  the  Sewage 
Works.

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

The  methods  of  scavenging  of  the  Borough  have  been 
carried  out  on  the  same  Hues  as  the  previous  year,  the  collection 
of  nightsoil  being  carried  out  by  motor  waggon  fitted  with 
special  tank,  and  the  motor  waggon  and  three  horse  drawn 
vehicles  being  used  in  the  collection  of  house  refuse.  Most 
of  the  refuse  (72%)  is  dealt  with  at  the  destructor,  the  remainder 
(28%)  being  taken  to  the  tip  at  Woodhouse.  Here  the  refuse 
is  dealt  with  on  the  “  controlled  "  system.  No  complaint 
as  to  any  nuisance  from  the  tip  has  been  received. 

The  total  annual  cost  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
refuse  was  £3,147.

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  1934,  relating  to  ventilation  and 
temperature  of  shops  and  to  sanitary  conveniences. 

(v)  Smoke  Abatement. 

During  the  year  35  observations,  each  of  30  minutes 
duration,  were  taken  of  factory  chimneys.  In  3  cases  the 
amount  of  black  smoke  emitted  during  the  period  of  the 
observation  exceeded  the  Hmit  allowed  by  the  Bye-Law  of  the 
Council.  The  results  of  the  observations  were  reported  to  the 
Council,  and  a  statutory  notice  for  the  abatement  of  the 
nuisance  was  served  in  each  case.  Subsequent  observations 
of  2  of  the  chimneys  were  of  a  favourable  character,  and  the 
third  case  was  receiving  attention. 

(vi)  Swimming  Baths  and  Foots. 

The  pubHcly  owned  swimming  bath  at  Shade  was  open 
to  the  public  from  April  to  September,  but  without  efficient 
continuous  filtration  combined  with  continuous  and  accurately 
controlled  chlorination  the  standard  of  cleanhness  and  purity 
of  the  water  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  an  Open  Air  Swimming 
Pool  is  under  consideration. 

4  Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  schools  in 
the  Borough  remain  satisfactory. 

The  action  taken  in  relation  to  the  health  of  the  scholars 
and  fcr  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  is  reported 
on  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1922 
MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

In  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  above 
Act  and  Order,  209  inspections  of  farms  with  355  cowsheds 
were  made  during  the  year.  201  of  these  inspections  were 
of  farms  where  milk  is  produced  for  sale.  The  number  of 
registered  retail  purveyors  of  milk  in  the  Borough  is  119 
(including  retail  shopkeepers  engaged  in  the  sale  of  bottled 
milk)  and  the  number  of  wholesale  traders  is  5. 

The  farms  inspected  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
structural  condition  generally,  having  regard  to  their  age 
and  type.  Various  improvements,  including  the  relaying  of 
floors,  the  provision  of  proper  drainage,  middensteads,  etc., 
and  the  rendering  of  intern^  walls  with  cement  were  carried 
out  at  a  number  of  cowsheds  during  the  year  and  particulars 
of  these  improvements  are  included  in  the  summary  of  work 
carried  out. 

With  regard  to  cleanhness,  in  most  cases  the  premises 
utensils,  etc.,  were  found  to  be  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition 
and  the  grooming  of  cattle  properly  attended  to,  and  in  many 
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cases  the  standard  of  production  and  handling  of  milk  was 
found  to  be  quite  satisfactory.  As  in  previous  years  a  few 
cases  were  met  with  where  the  standard  of  cleanliness  either 
in  respect  of  the  cowsheds  or  of  the  cattle  was  below  the 
standard  desirable  in  the  production  of  milk.  In  some  cases 
the  occupiers  were  warned  as  to  the  need  of  a  higher  standard 
of  cleanhness  and  in  2  cases  written  notices  were  served.  The 
latter  cases  were  met  with  near  the  end  of  the  year  and  were 
still  receiving  attention. 

The  inspection  of  farm  premises  have  been  made  in 
conjunction  with  the  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  who  has  continued  his  inspections  of  dairy 
cattle  in  the  Borough. 

{b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

No  samples  of  foods  (other  than  milk)  were  taken  by  the 
Focal  Authority  for  examination  rmder  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  in  1935. 

There  were  10  seizures  of  unsound  food  (meat),  approxi¬ 
mately  1,170  lbs.  total  weight.  There  were  no  prosecutions. 

There  are  16  private  slaughterhouses,  all  of  which  are 
licensed  by  the  Focal  Authority,  of  these  5  may  be  termed 
good,  7  fair,  and  4  poor.  These  are  widely  distributed  through¬ 
out  the  Borough,  and  although  each  slaughterhouse  is  in¬ 
spected  weekly  on  killing  days  and  762  inspections  carried 
out  during  the  year,  it  is  impossible  to  maintain  adequate 
supervision  of  these  premises.  This  could  only  be  obtained 
by  the  provision  of  a  Pubhc  Abattoir. 

All  carcases  are  examined  to  see  that  the  provision 
of  the  1932  Bye-laws  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933, 
with  respect  to  the  use  of  the  Humane  Killer,  are  carried  out. 

There  are  45  Bakehouses — one  of  which  is  under- 
grotmd —  in  the  Borough,  in  respect  of  which  50  visits  of 
inspection  were  made  during  the  year. 

(c)  Adulteration,  etc. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  is  the  authority 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  but  your  inspectors 
take  samples  of  milk  for  examination. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

Chemical  analyses  are  done  by  Mr.  Richardson,  of 
Bradford,  and  Bacteriological  work  at  the  County  Hall,  Wake¬ 
field.  The  work  done  during  the  year  will  be  seen  in  the 
body  of  this  report.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE  GENERALLY 

During  1935  there  has  been  no  large  epidemic  of 
Notifiable  Infectious  Disease.  The  tables  given  show  the 
number  of  cases  notified,  cases  admitted  to  hospital,  total 
deaths,  and  the  age,  ward  and  seasonal  incidence.  Each  case 
notified  is  investigated  as  soon  as  possible  after  receipt  of  the 
notification. 

SCARI.ET  Fever. 

There  were  49  cases  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  24  in  the  previous  year.  Chnically  on  the  whole  they 
were  of  a  mild  type.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Pneumonia. 

28  cases  were  notified,  of  whom  12  died. 

After  consideration  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
1499,  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Broadfield  Clinical 
Laboratory,  Rochdale  for  the  typing  of  sputum  in  pneumonia 
cases.  Also,  the  Minister  of  Health  under  Section  133  of 
the  Pubhc  Health  Act,  1875  sanctioned  the  provision  of 
facihties  for  the  supply  of  pneumococcal  serum  for  the  poorer 
inhabitants  of  the  Borough. 

As  in  some  cases  of  pneumonia  removal  to  hospital 
may  be  the  patient’s  only  hope  of  recovery,  and  as  accomm¬ 
odation  could  be  provided  at  the  Fielden  Hospital,  at  the 
request  of  the  Health  Committee  the  Fielden  Joint  Hospital 
Committee  has  made  arrangements  for  the  admission  of 
cases  of  pneumonia. 

Measees  and  Whooping  Cough. 

These  diseases  are  not  notifiable,  but  a  certain  number 
of  cases  are  discovered  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the 
School  Medical  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services. 

39  cases  of  Measles  were  brought  to  our  notice  in  this 
manner,  but  no  deaths  occurred.  Although  isolation  in 
hospital  has  httle  effect  in  Hmiting  the  spread  of  this  disease, 
hospital  treatment  is  required  in  the  severe  or  complicated 
cases,  and  this  could  be  provided  at  the  Fielden  Hospital. 

18  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  brought  to  our 
notice  during  the  year.  There  were  no  deaths. 
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Diphtheria.  ' 

24  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  2  of  which 
died.  In  the  latter  cases  although  the  parents  had  been 
invited  to  have  their  children  protected  against  diphtheria, 
consent  was  not  given. 

Active  Immunization  Against  Diphtheria. 

In  May  the  Council  resolved  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  immunization  of  scholars  attending  the  local  Secondary 
and  Elementary  Schools,  and  aU  pre-school  children  over 
six  months  of  age,  and  the  Education  Committee  agreed  to 
aUow  their  staff  and  the  school  premises  to  be  utilised  so 
far  as  was  necessary. 

In  July  a  circular  letter  and  leaflet  was  sent  to  the 
parents  drawing  attention  to  the  danger  of  diphtheria,  des¬ 
cribing  in  simple  language  what  was  meant  by  immunization, 
and  urging  parents  to  sign  and  return  the  acceptance  form. 

The  treatment  was  carried  out  free  of  charge,  and 
parents  were  given  the  choice  of  having  their  children  imm¬ 
unized  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  by  their  own  family 
doctor.  The  response  was  immediate  and  almost  over¬ 
whelming,  as  within  a  month  over  700  acceptances  were 
received,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  1203  children  had  been 
immunized  out  of  a  total  of  1302  acceptances. 

100  children  were  immunized  by  the  ''  Single  Dose 
Treatment of  1  c.c.  Evans'  Alum  Precipitated  Diphtheria 
Toxoid.  Of  the  remainder,  children  under  7  years  were 
given  “  Wellcome  "  Brand  Diphtheria  Prophylactic  A.P.T. 
in  doses  of  0.2  c.c.  and  0.4  c.c.  at  four  weeks  interval.  In 
children  over  7  years  Formol  Toxoid  (Wellcome  Brand)  was 
used  in  3  doses  at  2  or  3  weeks  interval.  The  first  dose,  the 
detector  dose,  was  0. 2  c.c.,  and  was  used  instead  of  the  Moloney 
Test.  If  there  was  any  reaction  to  0.2  c.c.,  0.6  c.c.  was  used 
as  a  second  dose,  and  1  c.c.  as  a  third  dose.  The  0.6  c.c. 
dose  was  repeated  for  the  third  dose  if  there  was  any  reaction 
to  the  second  dose.  As  several  of  the  older  children  reacted 
to  the  detector  dose,  in  their  case  treatment  was  completed 
by  two  further  injections  of  1  c.c.  T.A.F.  A  number  of 
reactions  occurred.  The  majority  of  these  consisted  of  slight 
redness  and  swelling  of  the  arm,  but  in  a  few  cases  there  was 
pyrexia,  headache,  nausea,  and  rarely  vomiting.

On  the  day  following  the  third  injection  of  1  c.c.  F.T., 
that  is  before  there  had  been  time  for  immunity  to  develop, 
one  girl  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  an  attack  of  diphtheria.

The 
individual  must  pay  the  price  of  health  in  temperance,  in 
self-control,  in  regular  habits  and  in  hygiene  of  mind  and  body.
